Reverend   Clergy,  Honorable   Ex-Mayors,   Members   of  the 
City  Council,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

This  ceremony  tonight  marks  the  beginning  of  another 
year  for  your  city  government,  and  I  feel  it  is  my  first  duty, 
before  taking  up  the  task  again,  to  thank  the  citizens  of 
Berlin  for  the  clear-cut  vote  of  confidence  given  our  admin- 
istration at  the  election.  This  vote  of  confidence  will  be  of 
great  help  to  us.  It  expresses  clearly  the  wide-spread  ap- 
proval of  our  efforts  during  the  past  year,  and  encourages 
us  to  pursue  the  same  course  during  the  coming  year.  For 
this,  I  am  deeply  grateful,  and  I  shall  express  this  gratitude 
by  trying  to  show  you  an  even  better  record  this  year. 

Although  we  face  this  new  year  with  confidence,  we 
realize  that  we  still  have  many  important  problems  to  solve. 
We  shall  continue  the  gradual  improvement  of  streets  and 
sidewalks.  We  shall  continue  the  improvement  of  the  City's 
parks  and  recreational  areas.  With  the  help  of  the  WPA 
authorities,  the  City  will  acquire  improvements  it  could  not 
otherwise  afford,  at  the  same  time  providing  work  for  our 
unfortunate  needy.  Essential  services  will  of  course  be 
maintained  as  in  the  past.  However,  we  are  not  losing  sight 
of  the  fact  that  a  balanced  budget  is  essential,  and  new  con- 
struction and  improvements  will  be  started  only  when  we 
have  the  money  to  pay  for  them. 

The  Community  Club  field  will  be  further  improved.  Al- 
though this  park  is  actually  in  Ward  4,  its  size,  its  central 
location,  and  the  character  of  the  activities  carried  on  there 
make  it  a  city-wide  project,  of  interest  to  citizens  in  every 
ward,  and  available  to  all.  It  will  be  a  long  time  before  each 
ward  can  afford  its  own  baseball  field,  football  field,  or 
hockey  rink.  The  Community  Club  field  will  have  to  serve 
the  purpose  in  the  meantime,  and  we  feel  that  the  City 
should  have  at  least  one  well-equipped  and  well-maintained 
place  for  these  major  sports. 


Adjoining  the  baseball  field,  an  old  eyesore  will  be  con- 
verted into  a  pleasant  park,  and  plans  are  already  made  for 
the  placing  therein  of  a  memorial  to  the  Spanish  War  Vet- 
erans. As  finances  permit,  other  smaller  parks  in  each  ward 
will  be  improved,  to  provide  more  and  better  facilities  for 
children  to  play.  Our  probation  officers  are  unanimous  in 
declaring  that  adequate  recreational  facilities  are  one  great 
factor  in  molding  our  future  citizens.  We  won't  keep  our 
children  off  the  streets  until  we  provide  better  places  for 
them  to  play. 

Within  a  few  days,  we  shall  start  preparation  of  our 
annual  budget.  In  the  making  of  this  budget,  we  shall  gladly 
consider  suggestions  from  any  citizen,  and  as  in  the  past,  we 
shall  confer  with  the  Citizens'  Advisory  Board  who  sat  in 
with  us  last  year.  We  shall  also  consult  the  City  Planning 
Board  for  any  suggestions  they  may  have  as  to  long-range 
plans  for  civic  improvements. 

We  intend  to  issue  bonds  again  this  year,  to  finance  the 
City's  share  of  permanent  improvements  under  WPA,  but 
we  plan  not  to  issue  more  new  bonds  than  we  retire  of  the 
old  ones.  Last  year,  this  item  alone  resulted  in  a  net  re- 
duction of  $18,000  on  the  City's  debt,  and  we  hope  to  do  even 
better  this  year. 

You  may  have  noted  that  during  the  campaign,  we  made 
no  promises  of  a  reduction  in  tax  rate,  as  we  felt  it  would 
be  unfair  to  promise  anything  doubtful.  I  make  no  such 
promise  now,  but  from  a  general  survey  of  what  we  can  ex- 
pect this  year,  it  is  not  impossible  that  some  reduction  may 
be  made.  It  is  our  purpose  to  give  you  the  best  possible 
government  at  a  reasonable  cost,  and  I  feel  sure  that  all 
your  representatives  here  tonight,  regardless  of  political 
faith,  will  keep  this  objective  in  mind  throughout  the  com- 
ing year.

Report  of  Mayor 

To  the  Citizens  of  Berlin : 

Another  year  has  rolled  by,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  the  City  of 
Berlin  has  continued  and  even  surpassed  the  progress  made  last  year. 

I  urge  all  our  citizens  to  read  the  several  department  reports  in  this  record 
of  municipal  activities.  You  will  have  a  much  better  idea  of  how  your  City  is 
managed,  and  you  will  know  how  much  the  various  municipal  services  cost  you, 
if  you  take  the  trouble  to  analyze  the  figures  given  therein,  and  compare  them 
with  previous  years. 

This  year,  we  reduced  the  city  debt  by  nearly  $37,000.  Of  this  amount, 
$24,000  results  from  a  net  reduction  in  bonds  outstanding,  and  $12,799.83  from 
our  current  fund  surplus. 

The  City's  standing  in  financial  circles  has  also  improved.  A  bond  issue 
identical  to  that  financed  last  year  on  a  2*4%  basis,  was  sold  this  year  on  a  1^4% 
coupon  basis.  Discount  rates  on  tax  notes  reached  a  new  low,  with  a  record  rate 
of  44/100  of  1%. 

In  spite  of  a  reduction  of  $1.00  in  the  tax  rate,  and  the  inclusion  in  the  budget 
of  some  unusual  expenses,  such  as  $2,600  for  the  purchase  of  Willow  Street  Park 
and  $4,500  for  claims  arising  out  of  flood  damage  in  1936,  we  ended  the  year  with 
a  substantial  budget  surplus.  Six  departments  showed  an  overdraft,  totaling 
$7,190.43,  and  eighteen  departments  showed  unexpended  balances,  for  a  total  of 
$15,361.58.  Our  department  heads  made  a  sincere  effort  to  carry  on  under  reduced 
appropriations,  and  their  success  means  a  sizable  amount  saved  for  the  taxpayers. 
I  acknowledge  with  pride  their  fine  co-operation. 

Continuing  the  recreational  program  started  last  year,  we  purchased  the  land 
for  the  Willow  Street  Park  from  the  Brown  Company,  at  a  very  reasonable  price. 
The  Company's  co-operative  attitude  was  a  material  factor  in  our  obtaining  this 
latest  addition  to  our  park  system. 

The  monument  to  the  veterans  of  the  Spanish- American  War  was  erected  and 
dedicated.  When  this  location  is  completely  landscaped,  it  will  form  a  sightly 
addition  to  Central  Park. 

Much  work  was  done  on  the  baseball  field,  making  it  a  suitable  place  for  the 
type  of  baseball  being  played  here.  Plans  are  already  made  to  further  improve 
not  only  the  ball  field,  but  the  whole  recreational  area  as  well.  The  City  needs  a 
central  place,  easily  accessible  from  all  points,  where  people  may  find  rest  and  re- 
laxation from  their  daily  work,  and  Central  Park  is  the  ideal  spot  for  any  such 
development.  We  plan  to  do  a  little  each  year  along  these  lines,  instead  of  waiting 
to  do  it  all  at  once,  as  in  the  past,  and  then  never  getting  around  to  it.  Civic  im- 
provement is  a  continuous  job,  and  we  hope  that  future  administrations  will  carry 
forward  what  we  have  started. 

May  I  again  express  to  my  fellow-citizens  my  sincere  gratitude  for  the  help 
and  co-operation  given  me  throughout  the  year.  This  encouragement  has  been  in- 
valuable to  me  in  the  proper  discharge  of  my  duties  as  your  mayor.

REPORTS  OF  DEPARTMENTS 


Public  Education 


Schools 

Herewith  we  submit  a  brief  report  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Schools  for  the  city  fiscal  year  ending  January 
31,  1941.  A  detailed  educational  report  is  issued  at  the  close 
of  each  school  year  (June  30)  and  such  information  may  be 
secured  at  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  the  total  expenditures  for 
the  Berlin  Public  Schools  were  $170,165.78.  Of  this  amount 
$165,997.30  was  obtained  from  local  tax  receipts,  and  $5,165.78 
from  other  sources,  chiefly  from  federal  contributions  for 
the  George  Deen  Home  Economics  Program  and  the  Na- 
tional Defense  Program  and  from  tuition  receipts.  Total 
annual  expenditures  have  remained  substantially  the  same 
for  the  past  four  years. 

Economy  in  municipal  expenditures  is  desired  by  every 
thoughtful  citizen  and  is  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  many. 
The  School  Department  is  cognizant  of  this  desire  and  is 
endeavoring  in  every  possible  way  to  cooperate  with  the  city 
government  in  insisting  on  strictest  economy  in  the  manage- 
ment of  your  schools.  Failure  to  spend,  however,  is  not 
always  true  economy,  and  often  results  in  later  expense  or 
curtailment  of  program  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  tem- 
porary savings  effected.  Maintenance  of  plant,  replacement 
of  worn  and  outdated  textbooks,  establishment  and  main- 
tenance of  a  reasonable  and  equitable  salary  schedule  for 
teachers  are  matters  which  cannot  be  indefinitely  postponed 
without  undue  injury  to  the  successful  operation  of  your 
schools. 

During  the  past  year  no  major  changes  have  been  made 
in  administration  or  in  the  course  of  study.  For  economy, 
it  has  seemed  wise  to  combine  the  junior  and  senior  high 
school  into  a  single  administrative  unit  under  one  head- 
master. Minor  adjustments  in  the  course  of  study  have 
been  made  and  others  contemplated  to  meet  the  ever  chang- 
ing needs  of  modern  education.  Schools  of  today  are  ex- 
pected not  only  to  prepare  children  how  to  live  but  also  to 
give  them  training  in  the  all  important  matter  of  how  to 
make  a  living.  Vocational  guidance  and  more  intensive  vo- 
cational courses  must  necessarily  play  an  increasingly  im- 
portant role  in  our  course  of  study. 

As  has  often  been  pointed  out  in  past  reports,  the  need 
for  physical  education  is  tantamount.  This  need  is  con- 
firmed by  the  results  of  examinations  of  boys  for  the  draft. 
Certainly  Berlin  cannot  afford  to  neglect  this  most  import- 
ant phase  of  education. 

Schools  exist  primarily  for  the  education  of  youth.  All 
else  is  secondary.  Yet  increasingly,  demands  are  made  upon 
our  schools  for  contributions  to  community  and  federal 
activities.    This  is  as  it  should  be.     Berlin  schools  have  been 


happy  to  cooperate  in  such  activities.  During  the  past  year 
many  groups  have  made  use  of  school  buildings  for  \ 
purposes.  High  school  shops  have  been  used  day  and  night 
with  National  Defense  training  courses  from  6:00  p.  m.  to 
8 :00  a.  m.  Among  other  groups  accommodated  are  Boy 
Scouts,  Girl  Scouts,  Civil  Aeronautics  Courses,  Camp  Pea- 
body  CCC,  Badminton  Club,  WPA  office,  Nursery  schools, 
Parent-Teacher  Association  and  others. 

Berlin  citizens  have  always  taken  pride  in  its  schools 
and  it  is  the  belief  of  your  Board  of  Education  that  appro- 
priations will  be  made,  in  so  far  as  the  financial  conditions 
will  permit,  to  provide  for  the  renewal  of  those  worthwhile 
activities  which  were  necessarily  curtailed  during  the  past 
few  years. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
Mayor,  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  for  their  cooperation  and  support  and  to  the  many 
others  who,  in  various  ways,  have  helped  to  make  possible 
the  accomplishments  of  the  past  year.

In  accordance  with  past  custom,  we,  the  Trustees  of  the 
Berlin  Public  Library  herewith  submit  our  annual  report 
for  the  year  1940,  together  with  the  Treasurer's  statement 
and  the  Librarian's  statistics.  Of  especial  interest  to  you 
and  the  public  are  the  following  general  remarks  : 

1.  Much  trouble  was  encountered  during  the  early  part 
of  the  year  with  the  furnace  stoker,  which  resulted  in  the 
Library  being  closed  at  times.  This  was  corrected  by  the 
installation  of  a  new  soft  coal  stoker. 

2.  The  ceilings  in  both  the  stack  room  and  the  Child- 
ren's Library  were  in  very  poor  condition.  New  ceilings 
were  installed  in  these  rooms  with  finished  celotex. 

3.  All  walls,  ceilings,  woodwork,  and  piping  throughout 
the  whole  building  were  given  a  much  needed  fresh  coat  of 
paint. 

4.  In  an  endeavor  to  remedy  well  founded  complaints, 
new  lamp  shades  were  installed  in  the  stack  room  designed 
to  throw  more  light  on  the  books  included  in  the  lower 
shelves.  Also  the  wattage  of  the  lamps  in  the  main  and 
reference  rooms  were  increased  together  with  new  lamp  out- 
lets installed  in  the  Children's  Library. 

5. '  It  will  be  noted  that  the  book  circulation  has  dropped 
somewhat,  but  compares  favorably  with  the  circulation  in 
the  past  several  years.  The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the 
Library  has  dropped  by  391  volumes  due  to  the  large  num- 
ber of  obsolete  books  withdrawn  from  circulation.  The 
number  of  volumes  purchased  is  better  or  on  a  par  with  past 
years. 

6.  During  the  year,  both  Librarians,  Mrs.  Katherine 
Cyr  and  Mrs.  Helen  B.  Ellsworth,  have  presented  their 
resignations  to  the  Board.  Their  fine  work  as  well  as  that 
of  the  present  staff,  is  to  be  commended.  Mrs.  Frank  Sheri- 
dan, who  had  been  appointed  Assistant  Librarian  earlier  in 
the  year,  will  take  over  the  duties  of  Librarian  beginning 
with  the  new  fiscal  year  February  1,  1941.  We  believe  the 
new  staff  set-up  will  meet  with  general  approval. 

7.  No  specific  recommendations  will  be  made  at  this 
time  in  regard  to  needed  improvements  at  the  Library,  since 
these  are  many  and  are  well  known  by  the  present  Board 
members.  With  the  present  limited  appropriations,  the  case 
is  one  of  taking  care  of  the  most  urgent  requirements.

Fire  Department 


I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Berlin  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1940. 

During  the  year  the  department  answered  626  calls,  in- 
cluding S  calls  for  assistance  in  other  towns,  6  calls  for  rescue 
squad,  and  4  false  alarms. 

The  department  traveled  731.1  miles,  worked  264  hours 
and  42  minutes  at  fires  and  used  the  following  material : 
23,000  ft.  of  fire  hose,  50,017  ft.  of  chemical  hose,  7,790  ft. 
of  ladders,  20  gallons  of  chemical  and  8,779  gallons  of  water 
from  booster  tank. 

The  fire  loss  for  the  year  was  $27,676.90  on  buildings 
and  $19,252.98  on  contents  or  a  total  of  $46,929.88. 

The  fire  appliances,  tools,  apparatus  and  fire  alarm  sys- 
tem is  kept  in  good  repair. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Mayor,  City  Council,  Fire  Committee  and  residents  of  the 
City  of  Berlin  for  the  many  favors  shown  me  in  the  per- 
formance of  my  duties.

Health  Department 

I  herewith  have  the  honor  and  privilege  of  submitting 
the  City's  thirtieth  annual  report  of  the  Health  Department 
activities  for  the  year  ending  December  31,   1940. 

Permit  me  to  acknowledge  with  appreciation  the  hearty 
endorsement  by  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  members  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  members  of  the  Board 
of  Health  of  all  work  carried  on  by  the  Department  during 
the  past  year. 

Additionally,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  appreciation  of 
the  cooperation  from  the  members  of  the  medical  profession, 
hospitals,  official  and  non-official  organizations  and  agencies, 
the  press,  all  governmental  departments  with  which  we  come 
in  contact,  the  public  spirited  citizens,  and  last,  but  not  least, 
the  faithful  staff. 

Communicable   Diseases 

Comments:  The  aim  of  the  Health  Department  is  to 
prevent  disease  with  all  effort  directed  toward  this  objective. 
Although  the  past  year's  record  indicates  that  the  depart- 
ment's efforts  have  not  been  in  vain,  a  substantial  share  of 
the  credit  belongs  to  other  organizations,  to  the  physicians 
and  to  the  general  public. 

There  were  200  cases  of  communicable  diseases  reported 
to  this  department  in  1940,  as  compared  with  122  cases  in 
1939.  Sixty-nine  percent  of  the  total  number  reported  ap- 
peared in  the  two  diseases  of  whooping  cough  and  chicken 
pox.  The  predominating  disease  of  1940  was  whooping  cough 
of  which  100  cases  were  recorded. 

There  were  no  cases  of  infantile  paralysis,  typhoid  fever, 
mumps,  cerebra  spinal  meningitis,  or  smallpox  reported  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

Smallpox:  Two  pre-school  clinics  were  held  last  August 
when  395  children  were  vaccinated.  There  were  114  retakes, 
making  a  total  of  509  vaccinations. 

Diphtheria:  Two  free  toxoid  clinics  were  held  last  Janu- 
ary with  356  receiving  a  single  dose  treatment  of  alum  pre- 
cipitated toxoid.  This  number  was  divided  in  age  groups  as 
follows  :  Under  1  year,  14;  1  to  5  years,  91 ;  5  years  and  over, 
251.  Classification  into  school  and  non-school  groups  was 
as  follows :  St.  Regis  63,  Guardian  Angel  42,  St.  Patrick  32, 
St.  Joseph  44,  St.  Benedict  1,  Bartlett  20,  Brown  15,  King  11, 
Marston  8.    Pre-school  119,  and  1  adult. 

One  case  of  diphtheria  was  reported  during  the  past 
year.  This  case  was  mild  and  did  not  terminate  fatally.  This 
3  year  old  patient  had  not  received  the  immunizing  treat- 
ment against  diphtheria. 

Scarlet  Fever:  There  were  25  cases  of  this  disease  re- 
ported during  1940,  as  compared  with  12  cases  for  1939.  The 
1940  incidence  must  continue  to  be  regarded  as  low  in  re- 
lation  to   the   experience   of   the   preceding   10-year   annual 
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average  incidence  of  S3  cases. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  occurred  during  the  late  sum- 
mer and  early  fall  months.  This  disease  continued  to  be  of 
the  mild  type  with  no  deaths  or  serious  complications  oc- 
curring in  1940. 

Measles:  Only  8  cases  of  measles  were  reported  during 
1940.  This  is  the  second  successive  year  that  there  has  been 
no  epidemic  of  measles. 

Venereal  Disease:  The  department  continues  to  conduct 
free  weekly  venereal  disease  clinics  at  the  St.  Louis  Hospi- 
tal for  the  treatment  of  infectious  syphilis  and  gonorrhea 
cases.  The  State  Board  of  Health  supplies  all  necessary 
needs  of  arsenicals,  heavy  metals,  sulfanilamide,  etc.,  and 
also  pays  the  clinic  physician's  fees.  The  city  pays  for  the 
use  of  the  hospital  which  offers  a  desirable  privacy  for  the 
patient  when  examination  is  made  and  treatment  given.  The 
clinic  physician  is  Dr.  J.  E.  Larochelle. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  also  furnishes  the  local 
Health  Department  with  antisyphilitic  drugs  which  are  given 
to  local  physicians  who  treat  venereal  disease  patients  pri- 
vately in  their  offices. 

The  reporting  of  both  gonorrhea  and  syphilis  seems  to 
become  better  each  year,  though  it  is  much  more  complete 
in  the  latter  disease. 

The  department  continues  to  have  a  very  great  interest 
in  the  control  of  the  venereal  disease  situation  and  recog- 
nizes the  importance  of  doing  justice,  not  only  to  the  people 
affected,  but  to  the  citizenry  as  a  whole.  Only  by  continued 
and  concentrated  effort  upon  contacts,  as  well  as  the  care 
of  the  patient,  can  we  hope  to  keep  the  situation  under  con- 
trol. Only  when  an  infected  person  is  under  treatment  is 
that  source  of  infection  cut  off  from  healthy  people.  Prompt 
treatment  of  infected  individuals  who  are  ignorant  of,  or 
careless  regarding,  their  infection,  will  relieve  the  city  of  a 
heavy  burden  of  expense  as  well  as  needless  suffering. 

There  were  19  cases  of  syphilis  and  S  cases  of  gonorrhea 
reported  as  new  cases  during  the  past  year.  Of  these  num- 
bers, 13  syphilis  cases  and  3  gonorrhea  cases  were  reported 
to  be  under  treatment  at  offices  of  local  physicians,  with  the 
remaining  7  syphilis  cases  and  2  gonorrhea  cases  under  treat- 
ment at  the  St.  Louis  Hospital  Venereal  Clinic.  The  total 
number  of  venereal  disease  cases  under  treatment  at  the 
clinic  during  1940  was  36  cases.  Clinic  patients  discharged 
as  cured  of  syphilis  during  1940  numbered  9  females  and  1 
male.  Gonorrhea  cases  discharged  as  cured  at  the  clinic 
numbered  2  males  during  the  year.  There  were  2  deaths 
of  clinic  syphilis  patients,  3  patients  disappeared  from  the 
city  and  4  patients  were  sent  to  state  institutions.  Two  of 
these  went  to  the  County  Hospital  and  2  to  the  State  Hos- 
pital. The  St.  Louis  Hospital  clinic  statistics  reveal  36  cases 
treated,  S3  blood  tests,  997  injections,  10  spinal  punctures, 
and  5  smears,  as  accomplished  during  the  past  year. 

Tuberculosis:  The  New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Asso- 
ciation has  continued  to  conduct  clinics  every  two  months. 
The  examiner  at  these  clinics  is  Dr.  Robert  B.  Kerr,  ex- 
ecutive secretary  of  the  Association,  who  is  assisted  by 
Emma  B.  Bigelow,  R.  N-,  New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis  As- 
sociation Nurse  for  Coos  County.  Three  new  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis were  reported  to  this  department  as  a  result  of  these 
clinics,  as  compared  to  9  cases  for  the  previous  year.     Two 


additional  cases  were  reported  by  local  physicians  making 
a  total  of  5  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  1940.  One  must  be 
impressed  by  the  facts  that  not  a  single  death  occurred  from 
tuberculosis  during  1940,  and  the  figure  of  new  cases  is  lower 
than  any  figure  appearing  in  record  since  1918. 

The  Association  has  continued  to  concentrate  its  activi- 
ties upon  the  examination  of  adults  who  may  have  tuber- 
culosis, knowing  that  it  is  among  these  that  the  "germ 
bearers"  or  "spreaders"  of  the  disease  are  to  be  found.  The 
Tuberculosis  Clinics  are  becoming  more  and  more  to  be 
recognized  as  chest  clinics.  Many  puzzling  non-tuberculosis 
diseases  are  being  sent  to  the  clinics  for  diagnosis,  particu- 
larly cases  which  prove  to  be  bronchitis,  asthma  and  heart 
disease.  Such  diagnosis  in  1940  revealed  10  cases  of  bron- 
chitis, 1  case  of  asthma  and  1  case  of  functional  heart  mur- 
mur. These  non-tuberculosis  cases  are  referred  to  local 
physicians. 

In  commending  the  work  of  the  New  Hampshire  Tuber- 
culosis Association,  I  would  be  neglectful  if  I  failed  to  men- 
tion the  painstaking  thorough  work  of  Mrs.  Bigelow  who 
has  served  Berlin  and  Coos  County  for  a  period  of  20  years 
with  all  effort  directed  toward  the  ultimate  eradication  of 
this  disease. 

Mrs.  Bigelow's  statistical  data  of  the  Association's  activi- 
ties appear  later  in  this  report.

Sanitation 

Water  Supply:  The  chief  concern  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment is  that  our  water  shall  come  from  an  unpolluted  source, 
shall  be  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  people,  and  shall  be 
safe  to  drink.  A  total  of  53  samples  of  water  were  bacterio- 
logically  and  chemically  analyzed  during  1940.  The  samples 
analyzed  included  27  samples  taken  from  faucets  connected 
with  the  city  supply,  9  from  private  wells  and  springs,  11 
from  the  Community  Club  swimming  pool,  and  3  from  the 
Berlin   Mills  outdoor  swimming  pool. 

Samples  of  ice  from  our  two  ice  dealers  were  examined 
with  very  satisfactory  results. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  Water  Works  Department 
filtration  plant  last  fall,  reports  on  tests  of  city  water  have 
revealed  considerable  improvement  in  its  quality.  With  the 
completion  of  the  coagulation  basins,  under  construction, 
the  color,  which  does  exceed  the  tolerant  figure  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  should  be  entirely  removed. 
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Milk  Sanitation:  The  Health  Department  has  author- 
itative supervision  of  the  methods  that  are  employed  for  the 
protection  of  milk  and  milk  products  from  contamination, 
and  is  responsible  for  the  cleanliness,  purity  and  safety  of 
the  milk  supply  distributed  in  Berlin.  The  State  Sanitarian 
for  the  Northern  District  has  cooperated  with  this  depart- 
ment in  many  instances  of  routine  dairy  inspections. 

The  average  yearly  bacterial  contents  of  nearly  all  sam- 
ples taken  from  the  several  dealers  in  1940  revealed  very 
satisfactory  results.  302  samples  of  milk,  milk  products  and 
cream  were  analyzed  during  1940. 

The  cows  producing  milk  to  be  sold  in  Berlin  are  100 
percent  tuberculin  tested  and  the  percent  of  cows  under 
federal-state  supervision  for  Bang's  disease  is  continually 
increasing. 

We  issued  77  "Store  Dealers,"  24  "Milk  Producers,"  and 
27  "Milk  Dealers"  licenses  during  the  past  year.  These 
licenses  expire  June  1,  1941. 

General  Sanitation:  Last  September,  an  energetic  cam- 
paign to  improve  methods  of  cleansing  and  disinfection  of 
eating  and  drinking  utensils  was  instituted.  Bacterial  tests 
were  run  on  utensils  of  all  city  restaurants,  soda  fountains, 
private  clubs,  hotels,  ice  cream  parlors,  NYA  Center,  and 
hospitals.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  records  showed  that 
all  establishments  were  in  the  excellent  or  high  groups. 
Bacterial  tests  of  glasses,  plates,  cups  and  forks  totalled  130 
during  the  past  year.  This  number  represents  1300  differ- 
ent utensils  tested. 

While  it  is  difficult  to  isolate  all  bacteria  from  eating 
and  drinking  utensils,  and  to  prove  that  they  play  a  signifi- 
cant role  in  the  transmission  of  diseases,  it  is  a  comparatively 
simple  matter  to  demonstrate  the  practice  of  "swapping 
spitum"  through  the  medium  of  public  eating  and  drinking 
utensils  is  undesirable,  and  that  thorough  cleanliness,  if  not 
actual  sterility,  is  desirable. 

The  usual  routine  inspections  of  stores,  barber  shops, 
public  buildings,  alleys,  restaurants,  drug  stores,  ice  cream 
and  soft  drink  plants,  hotels,  overnight  lodging  places,  homes 
for  boarding  children,  etc.,  were  made  and  conditions  found 
were  satisfactory  in  the  majority  of  the  cases. 

Additional  problems  requiring  inspections  of  sanitary 
conditions  included  faulty  plumbing,  unsanitary  premises, 
and  nuisances  in  general.  Numerous  complaints  during  the 
year  have  been  handled  with  satisfactory  results  in  the  ma- 
jority of  the  cases. 

Concerning  the  subject  of  environmental  sanitation,  it 
seems  only  proper  to  recommend  a  larger  incinerator  build- 
ing than  the  present  one,  or  an  additional  incinerator,  to 
cause  all  combustible  garbage  to  be  burned  prior  to  its  place- 
ment in  the  dump.  Another  recommendation  which  would 
greatly  improve  environmental  sanitation  is  to  have  some 
type  of  cover  for  garbage  trucks  to  prevent  the  loss  of  waste 
along  the  streets  during  the  return  trips  of  garbage  trucks 
to  the  dump  area. 

Vital  Statistics 

Population:  The  Census  Bureau  figures  of  the  popula- 
tion for  Berlin  was  19,084  in  1940. 

Deaths:  There  were  171  resident  and  36  non-resident 
deaths,  making  a  total  of  207  deaths  recorded  during  1940. 


The  resident  death  rate  was  8.9,  a  decrease  of  about  one 
point.  This  rate  must  be  recognized  as  very  low  when  com- 
pared to  the  crude  death  rate  of  12.9  for  New  Hampshire 
as  a  whole  in  1939.  Of  the  deaths  reported,  18.6  percent 
of  the  resident  deaths  occurred  after  the  age  group  of  75 
and  over.  The  expectation  of  life  in  Berlin,  according  to 
the  1940  figures,  is  51  years,  3  months  and  3  days  which  is 
slightly  less  than  last  year's  computation. 

Births  and  Stillbirths:  There  were  427  living  births  and  15 
stillbirths.  There  were  179  male  and  177  female  births  to 
resident  parents,  making  a  total  of  356  living  births  to  resi- 
dent parents.  There  were  36  male  and  35  female  babies  born 
to  non-resident  parents,  making  a  total  of  71  to  non-resident 
parents.  The  resident  birth  rate  was  18.6  which  is  slightly 
higher  than  the  1939  New  Hampshire  birth  rate  of  16.3. 

The  stillbirth  rate  was  35.1.  Parents  were  residents  in 
14  of  the  15  stillbirths  that  occurred. 

Infant  Mortality:  With  427  births  and  26  deaths  of  in- 
fants under  one  year  of  age,  there  was  an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  60.8  for  this  group.  There  were  22  infant  resident 
deaths  and  4  deaths  of  infants  whose  parents  were  non- 
residents. The  actual  infant  mortality  does  not  include  non- 
resident births  or  deaths,  therefore,  with  356  living  births 
to  resident  parents  and  22  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
£>f  age  the  corrected  infant  mortality  rate  is  61.8.  This  rate 
is  slightly  less  than  the  1939  rate. 

There  were  11  infant  deaths  under  one  month  of  age. 
This  figure  includes  three  infant  deaths  that  occurred  in 
Berlin  whose  parents  were  non-residents  which  gave  this 
group  a  death  rate  of  25.7  per  1000  living  resident  and  non- 
resident births.  The  actual  death  rate  of  resident  deaths 
was  22.4.  Both  figures  represent  a  continued  and  marked 
decline  in  deaths  of  babies  under  one  month.

Maternal  and  Child  Health  Service: 

In  collaboration  with  the  State  Board  of  Health,  the 
local  Board  of  Health  follows  a  definite  plan  for  Maternal 
and  Child  Health  Services  in  Berlin. 

A  nurse  from  the  staff  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  is 
assigned  to  the  Berlin  Board  of  Health  to  function  in  one 
of  three  districts  into  which  Berlin  is  divided,  according  to 
the  plan.  A  part  time  nurse  obtained  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health  is  assigned  to  a  second  district,  and  the  nurse  em- 
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ployed  by  the  Berlin  Board  of  Health  is  assigned  to  the  third 
district,  also  acting  assistant  to  the  Health  Officer. 

The  combined  yearly  report  of  these  three  nurses' 
activities,  according  to  the  program,  reveals  gratifying  re- 
sults of  the  work  which  they  have  accomplished  during  the 
year. 

The   Berlin   Child   Hygiene  Association 

Child  Hygiene  is  a  term  referring  to  the  health  of  child- 
ren from  birth  up  through  school  age.  Medical  supervision 
of  children  in  this  age  group  is  supplied,  largely  by  the 
efforts  of  a  group  of  ladies  known  as  "The  Child  Hygiene 
Association,"  through  baby  clinics  held  weekly  on  Thurs- 
days and  pre-school  clinics  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
every  month. 

The  physician  in  attendance  at  clinics  is  Dr.  H.  E. 
Wilkinson. 

The  gratifying  results  that  are  obtained  by  the  work  of 
this  Association  in  their  continued  campaign  of  baby-life 
saving  deserves  a  great  deal  of  credit  and  every  public 
spirited  citizen  should  encourage  this  Association. 

There  have  been  1139  baby  attendances  during  the  past 
year,  as  compared  with  1109  attendances  in  1939.  Pre-school 
clinic  attendances  numbered  176.  The  total  number  of  child- 
ren under  clinic  supervision  during  1940  was  483,  as  com- 
pared to  438  during  the  previous  year. 

Our  Infant  Welfare  Nurse,  who  works  in  close  co- 
operation with  "The  Berlin  Child  Hygiene  Association,"  also 
deserves  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  the  gratifying  showing 
which  is  revealed  in  her  yearly  report  of  the  Association's 
activities  which  appears  later  in  this  report.

In  reporting  610  cases  for  the  year  a  word  of  explana- 
tion seems  necessary  to  indicate  the  scope  of  the  Depart- 
ment's undertaking. 

The  610  cases  or  families  on  relief  include  an  average 
of  239  cases  per  month  indicating  a  total  of  2,878  cases  cared 
for  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  individuals  thus 
represented  in  the  year's  work  amounts  to  8,044. 

The  different  categories  representing  610  cases  are  as 
follows  :     Direct   relief,  308  cases,  55   singles  ;   Soldiers'   aid, 
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24  cases,  6  singles;  board  and  care  of  children,  17  cases; 
board  and  care  of  adults,  19  cases ;  old  age  assistance,  75 
cases ;  transients,  62  cases ;  transferred  to  the  County,  44 
cases. 

An  added  fact  which  is  of  importance,  according  to  the 
daily  records  of  the  Department  a  total  of  14,568  persons 
have  made  visits  to  the  office  during  the  year  and  the  in- 
vestigators have  made  calls  on  each  of  the  families  request- 
ing relief.

Public  Works 

Herewith,  I  submit,  for  your  consideration,  the  report 
of  the  Public  Works  Department  for  the  year  ending  Janu- 
ary 31,  1941.  The  regular  work  of  the  Department  has  again 
been  curtailed,  in  order  to  sponsor  Federal  Aid  jobs  as  much 
as  possible,  thus  alleviating  our  relief  burden. 

Sidewalks 

Our  sidewalk  program  was  carried  through  on  schedule 
time,  having  completed  approximately  7,000  lineal  feet  of 
reinforced  concrete  sidewalk  six  (6)  feet  wide  and  four  (4) 
inches  thick  at  a  cost  of  about  $2.10  per  lineal  foot.  Our 
aim  was  to  divide  them  evenly  as  near  as  possible  between 
the  four  Wards.  Curbs  were  cast  intricately  with  sidewalks, 
the  whole  thing  being  a  one  course  system. 

Sanding   Streets 

Owing  to  very  serious  ice  conditions  during  the  early 
part  of  the  present  winter  season  we  were  called  upon  for 
a  special  effort  in  keeping  up  with  the  ever  increasing  de- 
mands of  the  auto  traveling  public.  Not  withstanding  the 
high  costs,  which  were  a  great  deal  higher  than  we  had 
previously  contemplated,  we  have  always  tried  to  keep  pace 
with  the  ever  changing  trend  of  times. 

Surfacing    Streets 

This  past  year  has  been  what  you  might  term  a  hard 
luck  year  as  far  as  streets  surfacing  was  concerned.  It  has 
been  and  still  is  our  earnest  expectations  that  the  streets 
bordering  on  the  approaches  to  our  city  be  kept  in  such  a 
condition  that  the  first  impression  on  entering  our  city  by 
automobilists  will  be  a  pleasing  one,  or  in  other  -words  we 
wish  to  have  our  city  maintained  streets  appear  better  than 
the  state  maintained  roads.  In  order  to  accomplish  this  end 
it  will  be  necessary  to  enlarge  on  our  street  surfacing  ac- 
tivities. To  this  end  I  would  recommend  that  not  less  than 
100,000  gallons  of  a  good  grade  bitumuls  material  be  laid 
on  our  streets  each  year. 

Concrete    Pipe   Line 

The  Concrete  Pipe  Plant  has  been  operated  this  year 
entirely  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  in  order  to  procure  the 
necessary  pipe  to  carry  on  our  drain  projects.  In  previous 
years  the  labor  for  this  subdivision  was  provided  for  by  the 
WPA.  We  are  now  manufacturing  pipe  in  various  sizes, 
from  36-inch  to  12-inch,  at  a  great  saving  to  the  city  over 
purchased  pipe. 

Painting    Bridges 

During  the  past  year  the  Berlin  Mills  Bridge  has  been 
thoroughly  cleaned  and  painted  with  a  priming  coat  of  red 
lead  and  covered  with  a  finishing  coat  of  aluminum  paint 
at  a  cost  of  $1,778.87.  This  is  a  good  start  as  far  as  the 
bridges  are  concerned  but  funds  would  not  allow  any  further 
expansion  of  this  work.  However,  I  would  recommend  that 
this  work  be  continued  during  the  coming  summer  until  all 
of  our  bridges   have  been   painted   and  protected   from   the 


elements  of  the  weather. 

New   Equipment 

New  or  replacement  equipment,  while  sorely  needed, 
has  been  held  in  subjugation  in  relation  to  available  funds, 
the  principal  purchases  being  two  compressors  and  one 
blade  plow.  We  would  recommend  that  a  system  be  in- 
augurated whereby  a  certain  amount  of  depleted  equipment 
be  replaced  each  year  on  a  prearranged  schedule. 

Ball  Field 

We  have  continued  to  improve  the  ball  field  as  laid  out 
last  year  with  many  new  and  added  features.  A  seven  foot 
chain  link  fence  has  been  constructed  on  three  sides  of  the 
field,  a  large  retaining  wall  was  installed  on  the  north  side 
and  in  front  of  the  Community  Club.  Foundation  was  laid  for 
a  swimming  pool  and  skating  rink.  The  field  was  more 
evenly  graded  and  seeded  and  many  other  improvements 
made. 

Engineering 

The  regular  engineering  schedule  has  been  carried  on 
throughout  the  year  as  in  the  past,  such  as  giving  sewer 
locations,  running  street  lines,  making  the  necessary  blue- 
prints and  specifications.  The  major  part  of  this  work  has 
been  in  connection  with  the  WPA  Projects  which  have  to 
be  carried  out  in  detail  for  all  governmental  work.  All  work 
has  been  laid  out  with  a  view  for  permanency  and  an  eye 
to   the   future. 

Green   Street   Drain 

The  so-called  Green  Street  Drain  is  progressing  quite 
favorably.  This  drain  will  be  one  of  the  outstanding  im- 
provements in  the  city's  sanitary  system  since  its  incorpora- 
tion as  a  city.  Many  sewers  and  drains  can  and  will  be 
connected  to  this  trunk  line  as  time  goes  on,  thus  relieving 
some  of  the  now  already  overcrowded  lines.  I  cannot  too 
urgingly  impress  upon  the  minds  of  our  citizens  the  neces- 
sity of  improving  the  sanitary  system  of  our  city.  I  say  it 
is  urgent  and  I  mean  just  that,  above  everything  else  let 
us  protect  our  health  and  the  health  of  our  children  as  much 
as  we  possibly  can,  for  we  and  those  who  come  after  us  will 
never  regret  it. 

Cemetery 

A  few  extra  lots  have  been  laid  out  in  the  new  City 
Cemetery,  these  will  comprise  all  the  available  lots  in  either 
of  the  two  City  Cemeteries.  Additional  space  will  have  to 
be  acquired  in  the  very  near  future  either  by  grading  the 
present  area  or  by  the  acquisition  of  a  new  site. 

Parks 

Land  has  been  acquired  for  a  new  park  and  recreational 
site  in  the  west  end  of  the  city,  and  we  expect  to  develop 
this  site  in  the  very  near  future.  Plans  are  already  bemg 
made  for  this  enterprise.  We  expect  to  have  a  special  field 
constructed  for  the  high  school  practice  games. 

Streets  and  Roads 

Under  the  Town  Road  Aid  (Class  V)  system  the  follow- 
ing streets  were  improved  or  constructed:  Columbia  Street, 
Enman   Hill,   Darrow   Street,   Hutchins    Street,   Cates    Hill, 
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Myra  Street  and  Lincoln  Avenue.  Also  several  other  stree's 
were  rebuilt  or  improved  under  the  WPA  system,  such  as 
Burgess  Street,  Sweden  Street,  Legassie  Street,  First  Avenue 
and  Western  Avenue.  During  the  year  the  Public  Works 
Department  contributed  to  the  WPA  Projects  about  $85,000. 
In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Mayor,  City  Council, 
Public  Works  Committee  and  the  public  in  general  for  the 
many  favors  and  courtesies  extended  me  in  the  performance 
of  my   duty.

Gentlemen : 

Your  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  beg  leave  to  re- 
port on  the  main  activities  of  the  water  department  during 
the  past  year,  of  which  the  high  spot  to  our  minds  is  the 
Purification  and  Filtration  Plant. 

The  filtration  plant,  with  exception  of  minor  details  of 
construction,  was  completed  and  operating  in  the  early  fall, 
and  the  quality  of  the  water  as  to  cleanliness  has  improved 
as  we  anticipated. 

The  purification  plant  which  is  really  the  backbone  of 
any  and  all  filtration  systems,  in  that  the  vegetable  matter 
is  precipitated  and  water  consequently  improved  in  color. 
Furthermore  the  filters  need  less  washing,  and  a  consequent 
saving  in  water  and  power.  To  complete  the  purification 
plant  will  require  about  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  it  is 
our  hope  that  your  Honorable  Body  can  see  its  way  clear 
to  provide  this  sum  for  the  completion  of  the  work  as 
planned. 

For  more  detailed  description  of  the  work  accomplished 
by   the   department   during   the   year  we   refer   you   to   the

Gentlemen  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report 
of  your  water  department  for  the  year  1940.  The  report 
will  give  details  of  work  done,  together  with  recommenda- 
tions, and  estimated  budget  for  1941. 

Twenty-one  new  services  have  been  added  to  the  sys- 
tem, eleven  of  which  were  new  homes.  Forty-one  old  ser- 
vices were  relaid  from  the  main  to  the  property  owner's  line. 
Fifteen  flat  rate  services  were  changed  to  meter  services  at 
the  request  of  the  owners. 
Thawing 

Thawing  of  water  this  year  was  more  serious  than  any 
time  since  the  cold  winter  of  1934.  Two  hundred  fourteen 
house  services  were  thawed  out  during  the  year.  Our 
troubles  began  early  in  January  and  extended  through 
February  till  the  fifteenth  of  March.  Twenty-one  thaws 
were  made  on  hydrants. 

A  six-inch  main  froze  on  Coos  street,  causing  ten  fam- 
ilies to  be  without  water  for  a  short  time.     The  water  main 
was   lowered   during  the    year  and    we    expect    no   further 
trouble  from  it. 
Extensions 

Water  main  extensions  have  been  of  meager  importance, 
only  two  short  lines  having  been  extended,  one  on  the  north- 
erly end  of  Lincoln  street,  the  other  one  on  the  northerly 
end  of  Hillside  avenue. 
Distribution   System 

Work   on   our    distribution    system    has   been   confined 
wholly    to   repairs    this   year.      No   extensive    improvements 
having  been  made. 
New    Filter    Plant 

The  new  filtration  plant  upon  which  construction  was 
started  in  1939,  was  put  in  operation  last  September.  The 
type  of  filtration  is  what  is  commonly  called  pressure  filtra- 
tion. It  is  a  closed  form  of  rapid  filter,  placed  in  a  high- 
pressure  pipe  system  and  thus  operated  under  pressure.  The 
plant  is  located  at  the  so-called  regulator  house  site  on  the 
Ammonoosuc  pipe  line  about  three  miles  from  the  City 
proper.  The  static  water  pressure  at  this  point  is  ninety 
pounds.  The  system  is  composed  of  eight  steel  tanks  18 
feet  long  by  8  feet  in  diameter.  A  network  of  small  strain- 
ers and  pipes  is  used  in  each  tank  for  the  collection  of  filtered 
water  and  the  washing  of  filters. 

The  filtering  process  is  accomplished  by  the  use  of  an- 
thrafilt,    a    substance    manufactured    from    anthracite    coal. 
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Each  tank  is  filled  to  within  eighteen  inches  from  the  top. 
There  are  six  different  sizes  varying  from  nut  coal  in  the 
bottom  to  a  size  of  .5  MM  at  the  top.  Each  of  the  tanks 
is  a  complete  unit  in  itself,  and  can  be  operated  separately 
if  desired.  The  washing  of  the  filters  is  done  with  filtered 
water  taken  from  the  effluent  of  the  other  units  in  the  bat- 
tery. To  accelerate  the  washing  process  the  filters  are  also 
air  washed. 

In  order  to  limit  to  a  minimum  all  wash  water,  the  wash 
water  is  collected  in  a  combination  stone  and  concrete  res- 
ervoir where  it  is  allowed  time  to  settle,  after  which  the 
water  is  pumped  into  the  raw  water  line  and  refiltered.  The 
sludge  left  in  the  bottom  of  the  basin  is  removed  separately 
several  times  each  year. 

The  housing  of  the  filters  is  of  brick  construction  and 
when  finished  will  include  a  laboratory. 

The  filter  equipment  and  building  materials  were  financed 
with  department  funds,  while  labor  was  furnished  by  the 
Works  Progress  Administration. 

The   balance   of   work   yet   to   be   done   consists   of   the 
plastering  and   painting   of   the   inside   walls,   and   a   second 
coat  of  paint  on  the  tanks  and  piping. 
Coagulating    Basin 

This  system  is  located  just  below  Godfrey  dam  on  the 
Ammonoosuc  river.  The  purpose  of  which  is  to  remove  as 
much  color  and  turbidity  as  possible  before  filtration. 

Raw  water  will  enter  a  chemical  mixing  chamber  where 
pressure  solution  feeds  using  soda  ash  and  alum  will  be 
introduced.  The  water  will  then  pass  into  a  flash  mixing 
chamber  where  mechanical  agitation  will  take  place.  Then 
on  through  three  more  agitation  or  floc-forming  chambers 
into  the  coagulating  or  sedimentation  basin.  This  basin  is 
sixty  feet  in  length,  twenty  feet  in  width,  and  twenty  feet 
deep.  The  entire  process  will  require  about  three  hours. 
During  this  period,  about  eighty-five  percent  of  all  foreign 
matter  will  be  settled  out.  The  water  will  then  pass  over  a 
weir  into  a  clear  water  well,  containing  130,000  gallons  of 
water.  The  City  supply  line  will  be  connected  directly  to 
this  basin.  The  entire  work  will  be  of  concrete  construction 
consisting  of  about  fifteen  hundred  cubic  yards. 

About  one  thousand  yards  of  concrete  was  poured  last 
fall  and  consisted  of  the  completion  of  the  floor  and  both 
end  walls.  Two  reinforced  side  walls  and  the  inside  partition 
walls  yet  remain  uncompleted. 

Directly  over  the  basins  will  be  housing  facilities  for  the 
power  plant,  chemical  solution  feeds,  etc.  The  location 
makes  it  impossible  to  obtain  electric  power  so  either  gaso- 
line or  diesel  units  will  be  necessary. 

Upon  the  completion  and  operation  of  this  plant  in  con- 
junction  with   our    filters,    ninety-eight    percent   of   all    tur- 
bidity  and   color   will   be    removed    from    the   Ammonoosuc 
water  supply. 
Success   Water   Supply 

Early  in  the  year,  we  had  several  serious  breaks  in 
the  18-inch  wood  stave  pipe  line  which  carries  water  from 
Keene  to  the  Anderson  reservoir.  The  breaks  all  occurred 
very  nearly  together  in  a  low  point  where  the  pipe  line 
passes  through  a  swampy  area.  It  was  felt  that  acid  from 
the  swamp  had  attacked  the  iron  bands  and  we  would  be 
obliged  to  replace  about   1000  feet  of  the  pipe.     During  the 


summer  test   holes   were   opened   and   the   bands   examined. 
They  were  found  to  be  in  good  condition  at  all  points,  so 
no  replacements  were  made. 
Shutting   off   of   Water 

Each  year  it  has  always  been  found  necessary  to  shut- 
off  a  few  of  the  delinquent  customers.  But  this  year  the 
department  has  resorted  to  cutting  down  the  flow  of  water 
by  the  following  method.  Consideration  is  given  to  the  num- 
ber of  persons  to  be  supplied,  then  the  pipe  is  taken  apart 
in  the  cellar  and  a  washer  inserted  in  the  line.  The  size 
usually  varies  between  1/32-  to  3/16-inch  in  diameter.  The 
results  obtained  have  been  very  successful. 
Pick   Up  Truck 

During  the  year  a  light  Chevrolet  pick  up  truck  was 
purchased  for  the  department.  This  addition  makes  it  pos- 
sible to  improve  our  service  to  the  public  many  hundred  fold. 
Proposed    Work 

During  the  past  several  years  much  consideration  has 
been  given  to  the  excessive  periodical  flows  as  recorded  by 
our  flow  charts.  The  purchase  of  a  very  small  amount  of 
equipment  would  enable  the  department  to  run  a  pitometer 
survey  of  the  feeder  lines  within  the  City  which  we  hope  to 
begin  in  the  early  spring. 
Inspection 

For  the  past  several  years  sectional  inspection  of  house 
fixtures  has  been  carried  on  with  good  results.     This  com- 
ing year  a  thorough  job  will  be  done. 
Recommendations 

Due  to  the  large  amount  of  work  under  construction  and 
our  limited  funds,  it  will  be  impossible  to  carry  on  any  of 
the  improvements  recommended  by  the  National  Board  of 
Fire  Underwriters.  But  for  your  information,  we  present 
the  remaining  recommendations  which  it  is  our  hope  to  com- 
plete as  soon  as  our  finances  will  permit.

Parks  and  Playgrounds 

Playgrounds 

During  the  summer  of  1940  the  city  playgrounds  carried 
out  a  varied  program  over  a  nine  week  period.  Regular 
playground  procedure  was  followed  on  all  the  grounds. 
Added  events  and  activities  were  picnics,  field  day,  the  Pet 
Show,  and  Annual  Doll  Carriage  Parade,  and  the  Red  Cross 
Sale. 

The  Pet  Show  and  the  Red  Cross  Sale  were  two  new 
activities  attempted  by  the  playgrounds.    The  Pet  Show  was 


a  decided  success  and  will  become  a  feature  event  each  sum- 
mer, along  with  the  Doll  Carriage  Parade.  The  Red  Cross 
Sale  was  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  playgrounds  to  earn 
some  money  through  the  sale  of  ice  cream  and  cold  drinks, 
for  the  local  Red  Cross  Chapter.  This  lasted  two  days,  and 
although  the  financial  return  was  small  the  Playground 
Committee  felt  it  to  be  a  very  worthwhile  project  that  de- 
served better  success. 

Several  pieces  of  apparatus  were  bought  and  added  to 
the  playgrounds,  including  one  slide,  and  one  merry-go- 
round.  This,  combined  with  excellent  supervision  on  each 
ground,  helped  make  the  1940  playground  season  the  most 
successful  in  Berlin's  history.

Landscaping 

In  the  early  spring  shrubs  were  fertilized  and  some  culti- 
vation was  done.  Some  new  stock  was  planted ;  later,  flow- 
ers were  placed  in  the  stone  seat  on  Main  Street.  Grass  was 
kept  fairly  well  trimmed  in  all  laid  out  parks. 

The  Soldiers'  Monument  was  placed  in  Central  Park.  Sod 
was  laid  around  base  and  trees  set  out  around  same. 

Much  more  work  would  have  been  done  had  we  had 
available  labor  and  material. 

A  few  recommendations  may  be  in  order  for  the  spring 
of  1941  : 

Grand   Trunk   Park   should   be   reseeded   with 
certain   seed   to  make   a  more   firm   sod,  also 
should  be  heavily  fertilized.     Plot  of  ground  in 
front  of  Ste.  Anne's  church  should  also  be  fer- 
tilized to  improve  stand  of  grass  already  there. 
The  plot  of  ground  northerly  from  the  Com- 
munity Club  bridge  should  be  improved  by  re- 
moving the  wooden  fence  and  placing  an  iron 
railing  on  street  line.     I  feel  sure  if  the  City 
would  do  this  that  property  owners  would  join 
in   making   this   point   in   our   City   a   place   of 
beauty  instead  of  a  dumping  ground. 
The   removal   of   a   dilapidated   billboard   at   en- 
trance to  bridge  would  be  a  great  improvement. 
There  are  many  more  places  in  our  City  where  work 
could  be  done  to  improve  the  appearance  of  our  streets. 

In  closing,  I  urgently  request  that  something  be  done  in 
1941  on  the  Glen  Street  entrance  to  Berlin. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  all  for  favors  extended  and  for 
your  cooperation  in  the  work  already  done.

Sirs : 

In  the  performance  of  my  duties  as  City  Auditor,  I  have 
made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Berlin 
Water  Works  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1940.  Quar- 
terly examinations  were  made  during  the  year. 

A  complete  check  was  made  of  the  cash  received  and 
disbursed.  The  cash  receipt  stubs  which  represent  cash  paid 
to  the  cashier  were  checked  to  the  cash  receipts  journal. 
The  daily  receipts,  after  being  verified  in  this  manner,  were 
added  and  compared  with  the  deposits  on  the  statements  of 
the  Berlin  Savings  Bank  and  Trust  Company  and  the  Berlin 
City   National   Bank. 

The  disbursements  were  verified  by  examining  the  can- 
celed checks  and  comparing  them  with  the  expenditures  re- 
corded in  the  check  register. 

The  vouchers  which  had  been  approved  for  payment  by 
the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  were  examined  and 
checked  to  the  purchase  record. 

The  balances  on  deposit  in  the  Berlin  Savings  Bank  and 
Trust  Company  and  the  Berlin  City  National  Bank  were 
proven  to  be  correct  by  reconciling  the  statements  rendered 
by  these  banks  on  December  31,  1940,  with  the  records.  In 
addition,  letters  of  confirmation  regarding  these  balances 
were  mailed  directly  to  me  by  these  institutions. 

The  petty  cash  fund  was  counted  and  found  in  proper 
order. 

The  unpaid  customers'  accounts  were  added  and  listed. 
The  totals  agree  with  the  controlling  accounts  in  the  general 
ledger.  At  each  examination,  customers  were  sent  statements 
by  me  to  state  whether  or  not  their  accounts  were  correct. 

A  trial  balance  was  taken  of  the  general  ledger.  Post- 
ings to  the  general  ledger  were  checked.  Journal  entries 
were  carefully  examined. 

Proper  depreciation  for  the  year  has  been  recorded.  Un- 
paid invoices  on  December  31,  1940,  have  been  shown  as 
accounts  payable.  Interest  accrued  on  the  outstanding  bond 
issues  up  to  December  31,  1940,  has  been  recorded  as  a 
liability  although  not  yet  payable.

Authority  for  these  payments  was  found  in  examining 
the  vouchers  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and 
Claims  and  comparing  them  with  the  disbursements.

The  open  accounts  in  the  tax  ledgers  for  the  years  1934 
to  1940  were  added  and  listed.  At  the  time  of  each  audit, 
a  few  are  sent  requests  to  notify  me  if  their  indebtedness 
was  correctly  stated. 

For  the  years  1934  to  1937  only  $14.00  was  collected  on 
poll  taxes.  Only  $289.66  was  received  in  property  taxes.  In 
view  of  the  foregoing,  it  is  very  evident  that  these  taxes 
apparently  are  uncollectible,  especially  the  poll  taxes. 

It  is  recommended  that  some  arrangement  be  made 
whereby  the  tax  collector  in  office  be  empowered  to  collect 
taxes  for  all  years.  It  is  suggested  that  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  communicate  with  the  City  Solicitor  and  State  Tax 
Commission  with  the  view  of  adopting  a  plan  to  eliminate 
the  system  in  vogue  at  the  present  time.

Statement   of   Trust   Funds 

The  trust  funds  are  deposited  in  savings  banks.  The 
savings  bank  books  were  examined.  These  books,  showing 
the  deposits  and  withdrawals  during  the  year,  are  listed  in 
Exhibit  D. 

City    Clerk's    Department 

Cash  received  in  the  City  Clerk's  Department  is  evi- 
denced by  duplicate  licenses,  various  receipt  stubs,  duplicate 
automobile  registration  permits  stubs  of  licenses  issued,  etc. 
All  of  these  original  records  were  examined  and  checked  to 
the  City  Clerk's  cash  book.  The  automobile  registration 
permits  are  added  and  listed  on  adding  machine  tapes.  These 
tapes  were  checked  against  the  cards,  tested  for  addition 
and  the  totals  checked  to  the  cash  book.  The  cash  book  was 
added  and  cross-footed.  The  total  receipts  were  paid  to  the 
City  Treasurer  monthly  and  were  in  agreement  with  the 
receipts  issued  by  him. 

City   Treasurer's    Department 

The  books  and  records  in  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer 
were  examined.  The  cash  receipts  journal  was  added  and 
checked  to  the  bank  deposits.  The  canceled  checks  were 
examined  and  compared  with  the  expenditures  recorded  in 
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the  check  register.  The  bank  balances  were  reconciled  and 
confirmed  by  the  respective  institutions.  A  trial  balance  was 
taken  of  the  general  ledger  and  the  composition  of  each 
account  proven  to  be  correct.  Journal  entries  were  carefully 
scrutinized. 

Municipal    Court 

The  records  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court  were 
examined.  They  consist  principally  of  a  criminal  docket,  a 
cash  book  and  a  check  book.  The  fines  and  costs  noted  as 
being  paid  were  checked  to  the  cash  book.  Expenses  paid 
were  compared  with  the  cases  affected. 

Some  respondents  upon  being  fined  are  given  time  in  which 
to  pay.  It  is  recommended  that  a  ledger  be  maintained  for 
these  fines  being  paid  in  installments.  A  more  effective 
check  could  be  made  of  cash  received  if  this  was  done. 

The  cash  book  was  added  and  the  bank  account  recon- 
ciled. This  disclosed  an  overdraft  since  the  clerk  fails  to 
record  bank  charges  in  the  month  when  entry  is  made  by 
the  bank.  Attention  has  been  called  to  this  in  previous  re- 
ports but  has  been  disregarded.
